HARVARD GAME WITH 
PRINCETON, YEAR'S BEST 



Cambridge, November 7,— Saturday's 
game between Princeton and Harvard 
Hives every Indication of being the 
hist contest "1 the year and should 
furnish more thrills than most cham- 
pionship contests because of the nature 
of the piny of both teams, lioth el- 
evens play an entirely different sys- 
tem of attack, and Saturday should 
prove the value of the open style 
against the more conservative method 
of play. 

The Princeton attack consists of a 
bewildering line shift followed im- 
mediately by the play." This form of 
Offence whs first introduced inlo the 
Hast by Tom Sbevlln and used by 
Vale In 1910. Apparently Princeton 
was so Impressed by the shift that she 
adopted it with a few variations and 
It has been the style of attack for the 
past two years, 
it is a style of ploy 'that requires! 

a great deal of drill and an activé set 
of men. The. value of this type of of- 
fensé Is apparent to the most untu- 
tored baseball fan. The men do not 
take their positions until Just before 
the ball is put into play, thus giving 
the defensive side but Utile time to 
take their positions and meet the 
charge. 

While it is a bewildering and speedy 
method of attack, it has Its draw- 
backs and it requires a great deal of 
drill lo be at all successful. 

While it adds to the speed of a team 
If also takes min e out of the men, and 
plays run from It must to a certain 
degree . lark preclsioni Its greatest 
drawback Is ils uselcssncss on a wet 

field. 

This was illustrated in the Dart- 
mouth game two weeks ago, when the 
Princeton offense consisted almost en- 
tirely of kicks and forward liasses, be- 
cause ,the shift was useless. The 
I'rtncton team could not help but feel 
the tremendous handicap under which 
it was laboring on that day and were 
beaten from the .start. 

So much for the Minnesota shift. 

Princeton uses the forward pass wilh 
greater success than any team In the 
East, 

This is due lo the fact that "Hqbey" 
Baker, Hammond and Shea are all 
adept in ils use and can lie used either 
lo send or receive the ball. 

Harvard and Yale have been both 
rather chary of using this style of 
I attack because of its risk. Often it 
1 acts as a boomerang, as was illustrated 
I best In 1 910 when Graustcin, <fr liar 
I va'rd, Intercepted a Drown forward 
pass on his own goal line and ran the 
length ni' the field for a touchdown, 
converting what looked to lie a sure 
touchdown for Urown into, six points 
for his own team. 

Princeton has the fastest and most 
varied attack of the year, and by this 
means hopes to down the Crimson on 
Saturday. With the brilliant "Hobey" 
Maki r In the open field, and Strelt 
and Ollck as line plungers, the attack 
Is well balanced, and will cause any 
team a lot of trouble.

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A LESSON IN SPORT 



This afternoon the Royal Military College football team 
makes its first appearance for many years in Montreal as a senior 
organization, and the fact that the sale of seats for the game is the 
^largest so far this season is concrete evidence of the success they 
have attained in Intercollegiate company. 

When it became known that the Cadets were to replace Ot- 
tawa College in the senior series, many followers of the game pre- 
dicted that they would be- entirely out of their class and would fin- 
ish the schedule without having registered a win. Undoubtedly, the 
facts warranted such a prophecy. The enrollment of students at- 



tending the college was very small as compared with that of the 
three universities from which teams were entered. Toronto, Queens 
and McGill numbered their students by the thousand, while at R. 
M.C. there were not more than one hundred and twenty-eight on the 
registration lists. 

Besides the apparent disadvantage of the small enrollment, it 
Was thought that the difference in weight between the Cadet team 
•nd the others would be a disadvantage not easily overcome. In 
making this forecast, however, the fact that R.M.C. depended on 



their speed and trick formations rather than on line plunging and 
mass plays, was lost sight of. Football as played in the Intercolle- 
giate to-day demands a system of attack and defence in which speed 
and headwork rather than weight and the exercise of brute force are 
the factors making for success. In the former qualifications, R.M. 
C. have demonstrated that they arc at least the equal of any team 
in Canada to-day. Beginning the season with a victory over the 
once invincible Varsity team and following this up with another win 
at the expense of Queen's, the only team that has so far been able 
to cope successfully with the present champions, the Cadets did not 
take long to establish their right to a place in the senior Intercolle- 
giate ranks. 

Their success in fast company, however, cannot be attributed 
exclusively to the speed and headwork which has so far been a fea- 
ture of their play in all the games they have played. Both McGill 
and Toronto depend on the same style of play for the scoring of 
points and, in the opinions of many close observers, are, if any- 
thing, superior to the Cadets in this respect. What the latter pos- 
sess in a greater degree than any of the other teams, and what has 
undoubtedly been mainly responsible for the excellent showing 
which they have made, is their superior physical condition and the 
enthusiasm of the individuals composing the team. Part of the cur- 
riculum at the Royal Military College is a course of gymnastic train- 
ing and outdoor work. The students come back to their studies in 
September and immediately begin what the ordinary individual 
would consider a rigorous round of exercise. As a consequence, by 
the time the football season has opened, this and the daily prac- 
tices on the gridiron have been sufficient to put the members of the 
football squad in the best possible condition. Physical perfection 
and enthusiasm tells the story of the team's career. With regard to 
the latter, evidence of it is not wanting. Until this year members of 
the Cadet football squad have always paid their own travelling ex- 
penses when the team played away from home, and also have been 
in the habit of buying their own uniforms. It is doubtful if two 
full teams could have been gathered under such conditions at any of 
the universities, much less winning aggregations of the R. M. C. 
type. This, however, is only one of many instances which might 
be quoted to show the loyalty and unselfishness of the Cadets to 
the interests of the College. It is unnecessary to enlarge further up- 
on this feature. 

The success attained by the Royal Military College on the 
gridiron this year should teach a much-needed lesson to the universi-. 
ties and will probably act as a stimulus to Intercollegiate athletics. 
At McGill, and no doubt the same applies at Toronto and Queens, 
there has always been a certain lack of enthusiasm on the part of 
the undergraduates when the time for turning out for a team is at 
hand. Men who have played on the senior squad must be coaxed 
into playing again, and are at any time ready to drop out of the 
game. Members of the different teams are always ready to com- 
plain of even the slightest inconvenience which their playing may 
have caused them, and, in fact, do not appear to be imbued with 
the proper sense of enthusiasm which might be expected. The en- 
trance of R.M.C. into the senior Intercollegiate and their unexpect- 
ed success has, however, been in the nature of a lesson to the stu- 
dents of the universities, and should result in the all-round improve- 
ment of Intercollegiate sport. a « * k à i • A

The "Editor, McGill Dally,

After reading Mr. Stevenson's lit-

From a 
position only four places from tho bot- 
tom of the list ami with no apparent 
hopes of victory, the ambitious lenders 
of the Junior law class, "railroaded" 
their pet course through the thick of 
the light until their lead was too great 
to be overcome by the furious econ- 
omies I supporters.

Tito popular idea that because Can- 
ada Is the Land of the Maple, the ma- 
ple must necessarily be the hardwood 

oi first importance in Canada is Incor- 
rect, Judged by the data gathered by 
tho Forestry Brttnvh of the Department 

of the Interior at Ottawa. 

There are three species of birch of 
commercial importance in Canada, thu 
black, yellow, and while, or paper,; 
birch. Tho former two have the more! 
valuable wood, but are confined to ' 
eastern Canada, whereas tho paper! 
birch Is 'found In every province of the| 
Dominion, ranging to the limit of tree- 
growth towards the north and growing 
well within Hie Arctic circle In the 
Mackenzie River basin and In the 
Yukon. 

It is this wiih' range which contri- 
butes largely to lis present importance, 
but the qualities of the wood promise 
a still greater use in the future, for 11 
Is a strong, hard, fine-grained wood 
which lakes a high polish and can be 
stained to imitate cherry or walnut. 
'Wavy' birch Is an accidental form due 
to cross-grain, somewhat similar to 
'only' maple, and Is highly prized for 
ornamental work. In another recent 
report Issued by the Forestry Branch 
on the Wood-Using Industries of On- 
tario, birch Is reported as being used 
in the manufacture of over one hund- 
red different articles, ranging from 
Ships to spools. As a fuel-wood. It 
takes first place and It Is also one of 
Hie principal woods used In wood-dls- 
tlllatlon, while its only objection as a 
pulpwood Is that It ts too heavy to 
be readily floated down ire streams to 
the mills. 

ltlrch also formed L'S per cent of the 
HqUltro timber exported from Cnnad In 
llli:'. according lo the bulletin on the 
production of lumber, square timber, 
lath and shingles lor that year, which 
has hi-cn prepared by the Forestry 
Branch and will shortly be Issued. The 
remainder was largely white pine. Un- 
til 1911! the export of square timber 
had steadily decreased since 1ST", bill 
last year showed a surprising Incense, 
the quantity exported In 101!! exceed- 
ing that exported In the previous year 
by almost 90 per cent.

WET OR DRY SKINS 

The question whether it Is better for 
US to nave wet or dry skins has been 
little studied by medical Investigators 
—too little, thinks the editor of .Mod- 
ern Medicine ( New York I. The dan- 
gers of wearing too much clothing or 
too little hove received much attention 
of late, and the writer believes that 
these dangers are Intimately connect- 
ed with the problem whose solution 
he here recommends. There seems 
lo be no doubt, he thinks, that pers- 
piration is for the purpose of carry- 
ing off surplus heal by invisible evap- 
oration, and that vlulblo moisture In- 
dicates that evaporation is being pre- 
vented by too much clothing, lie goes 
on to suy: 

"The skin should never be absolutely 
dry nor appreciably wet. nf course, 
a hank clerk must work in a warmer 
room than a butcher, and must have 
less clothing, but either would be over- 
clothed were he to exerclnc violently 
and would be underclothcd If he were 
to sit outdoors In a snow-storm. The 
athlete when exercising Is sufficiently 
clothed in 'running pants.' and like- 
wise those who must work in warm 
rooms need astonishingly little cloth- 
ing. Horsemen know that it heavy 
coat of hair keeps a stabled horse too 
hot and also is too hot for exercising. 
So the animal is dipt in winter and 
clothed only when at rest to prevent 
the Voids' due to cooling off a sweat - 
Hoakcd coat. American physicians 
have called attention to the few colds 
among the scantily clad women living 
in our overheated houses, while the 
Kngllsh think the women undcrclothed 
In their cooler houses and injured by 
it. There is no question, then, that it 
is solely a matter of the environment 
and those whose dally life mibmlts 
them lo rapid changes must have outer 
garments to don or doff as occasion 
demands. Kven those who stay Indoors 
oroutdoors must vary tho amount worn 
to avoid Visible perspiration, which 
soaks the Undergarments and causes 
chilling. 

"The use of wool next the skin seems 
in be disappearing, and the use of 
vegetable fibres becoming more Com- 
mon. Cotton absorbs extra perspira- 
tion like a towel, and evaporates it 
to the outer layers much more quickly 
than wool, which becomes sodden. The 
woollen garments, then, seem to keep 
the dkln too wet and subject to '. olds' 
from chilling, while the skin under cot- 
ton is, dry. Wool seems lo be designed 
by nature to keep outer dampness 

from 'reaching the skin, ami no wonl- 
clothed animal has sweat-glands. So 
the Ideal cold-weather clothing seems 
to be cotton underneath and woollen 
outer garments, but all Varying in 
Weight and number of layers sufficient 
to retain warmth but keep the skin 
dry. The man who dances In a hot 
ballroom, wearing henvy woollens un- 
der his dress suit. Is nure to he over- 
halted and so drenched with perspira- 
tion that chilling Is sure to occur on 
the way home when he Is fatigued and 
Specially susceptible to infections. 
There is some sense, then, in the fad 
for wearing cotton summer undergar- 
ments In such a tropical environment. 
The skin Is dry. and a heavy Ulster 
on the way home prevents chilling. 
There Is also a great deal we can do 
In regulating the absurd clothing of 
business men." — ( Literary Digest)

Two Each Year for Six Years 
Urged for Washington 

Washington, November T.— Twelve 
vocational schools are needed in the 
district or Columbia, according to a 
report made by the committee oh edu- 
cation of the Federation of Citizens 
Associations, which >haa been unani- 
mously adopted by ihat body. 

Adopting the principal recommend- 
ations made by a committee of the 
Board Of Trade, in 1910, In regard to 
tho need here of vocational schools, 
tho committee suggested that provis- 
ion bo made tor the construction of 
at least two schools of this character 
every year until twelve in all have, 
been provided. It also urged the ap- 
pointment of n special committee to 
take Up the matter with the Hoard of 
Trade, prior to making recommenda- 
tions, to the Commi&sloners. Presi- 
dent II. A. Edwards will name the per- 
sonnel of this body within a few 
days.
